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WERNEOKE is doing everything he can to stir up 
interest in himself, however, WERNEOKE' is noncommittal 
on most issues which may come up, . but has indicated he 
is opposed to labor unions «

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 


WEST HOOKER j Larchmont, NY, reportedly interested 
in the subject organization. HOOKER stated in March, 1955, 
that he had formed the Nationalist Party in NYC in 1954 
as a political force to drive the Republican Party to the 
Right. He also indicated he v/as investigating certain 
activities of the Anti -Defamation League. HOOKER indicated 
he sent a letter to V/ILLIAM Bi WERNECKE, head of the 
subject organization in J\ily, 1955. T -1 indicated that 

HOOICER is a notorious anti-Semite, vjho has been active in 
many Nationalist organizations in NYC in the past, and 
recently headed the Nationalist Party, but he is unaware 
of any connection he may haveViad ifi^H^he subject 
organization , V>^ \ 


DETAILS; \ 

V/ILLIAM J. PINSLEY, Pd^tPii^ing Department, 
Anti-Defamation League, B'nai B'rith, c\icago, Illinois, 
indicated on April 14, I 955 and SeptembeY 8 , 1955- that 
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V/ILLIAM B, V/ERNECKE heads the subject organization^ 
and that VJEST HOOKER, of Larchmont, New York, is 
associated with V/ERNEOKE in this movement. He said 
HOOKER does not have any official capacity with the 
organization, but undoubtedly has similar ideas to 
WERNECKE, He added that if this movement would benefit 
him to further his own ideas, he would assist V/ERNECICE 
in his movement. 

Mr. V/EST HOOKER, 1 Overlook Terrace, 

Larchmont, New York, voluntarily appeared at the New 
York Office on March 8, 1955i and furnished the follow- 
ing information regarding his activities and the 
Nationalist Party; 

He said he organized this party in the Pall 
of 1954 under the name US Nationalist Party and changed 
the name to Nationalist Party a few months ago. He 
stated he desired to obtain 12,000 signatures and get 
the Nationalist Party on the New York State Ballot. 

He said he hopes to organize a party powerful enough 
to act as a force between the Democratic Party and the 
Republican Party, and his aim is to force the Republican 
Party to the Right. 

HOOKER stated that his activities are also 
directed to counteract the propaganda produced by the 
various Jewish organizations. He said these organiza- 
tions are allegedly fighting Communism, but continually 
soften the part which the Jewish people are playing in 
Communism. HOOKER said that he had originally attempted 
to gain control of the National Renaissance Party, which 
he believed might be useful for his purposes, but found 
that it v/as completely infiltrated by agents of the 
Jewish organizations, v;hich he intended to attack. 
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HOOKER stated that his activities are 
financed primarily by his ov/n money, but he also 
receives contributions from personal friends . He 
said that in 1952, he v/ent into business for himself 
as a film producer and now has the following companies: 

Film Networks , Incorporated 

Film Research, Incorporated 
‘ American Peace Foundation, Incorporated 

Master Telco, Incorporated- 

He said that all these companies are utilized 
by him to distribute information and films to fight 
Zionism and the anti-Stalinlsts. 

He said that his party advocates the nationalist 
approach for the United States and believes in eliminating 
the ''internal enemies of the United States . He stated 
that the last meeting of his party was held on January 7^ 
1955^ and that no meetings are planned for the future. 

He stated he hopes eventually to produce a bulletin 
for this party, which will help unite the people and 
act as a rallying point for the party. 

He added that SANFORD GRIFFITH, Anti-Defamation 
League agent in New York City, who is also known as 
ALFRED SCHEFFER and FREDERICK WEISS, who is a member of 
the National Renaissance Party, have attempted to advise 
him as to how he could publicize his activities and those 
of the Nationalist Party. HOOKER stated that these 
individuals said they had arranged for the recent 
House Un-American Activities Committee attack at the 
National Renaissance Party, and they could arrange 
similar publicity to aid him in placing the Nationalist 
Party in the public * s eye . 
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On April 21 j 1955 ^ HS0K3R furnished the 
Kevj York Office a copy of a sworn -^d^position by him 
regarding his activities in which he stated that, 

"One of the research Jobs which he was conducting 
was to investigate certain activities of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith and its activities 
in promoting so called anti-Semitic organizations." . 

HOOKER said that in a recent conversation 
with GRIFFITH and V/EISS, it had been suggested that 
he change the platform of his party to include such 
things as " abolution of preliminary government" , 

He said that in return for this, GRIFFITH promised 
he would get a lot of unfavorable publicity and would 
be built up as a "big man". HOOKER said that GRIFFITH 
used this sort of technique in order to obtain an 
allotment of money to fight these "threatening per- 
sonalities" ^ HOOKER stated that he did not know 
whether WEISS is actually an agent of the Anti- 
Defamation League, but he is positive that GRIFFITH 
is using this move "to help manipulate the Jewish 
masses for their financial contributions and vote 
control" . 


T-1, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, stated on May 19, 1955, that the National 
Renaissance Party at present is a neo-Nazi, anti-Semite, 
anti-Negro organization with activities generally 
confined to the New York area. He stated the National 
Renaissance Party's leader and founder- is JAMES H.' 
MADOLE, and its principal financial contributor is 
FREDERICK WEISS. The National Renaissance Party was 
the subject of a preliminary report on neo-Fascist 
hate groups published by the Committee on Un-American 
Activities on December 17, 1954, which stated that 
this neo-Fascist group's activities and propaganda 
are clearly subversive and un-American. 
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HOOICER indicated on May 23, 1955 ^ that he 
is not having much success in forming his Nationalist 
Party, and that; he has had to go to work as a model in 
order to help pay tiie expenses of this group. He said 
that no further meetings of the group are planned, but 
he intends to publish a bulletin for the party in the 
future . 


On July 11, 1955, HOOKER furnished the New 
York Office with a copy of the first issue of the 
Nationalist Party Bulletin. 

On August 2, 1955, HOOKER furnished the Nev/ 
York Office with a copy of a letter which he had written 
! to V/ILLIAM. B, V/ERNECKE, 6250 North V/ayne Avenue, 

/ Chicago 4o, Illinois, on July 26, 1955. The following 
are direct quotes of the first two paragraphs of this 
letter; the remainder of the letter deals with HOOKER'S 
activities in New York City in connection with his 
Nationalist Party; 

"Thank you very much for your letter of 
July 9th and for your check for a subscription to the 
Nationalist Party Bulletin. You sure are a patriotic 
guy and there is no reason in the world for us to accept 
your check. We would send you the Bulletin anyway, of 
course, V/e are going to accept it, though', if you 
don't mind, because we just vrant to be able to say that 
a terrific guy like you subscribed to the Bulletin. 

If you have any publications, etc., we will subscribe 
to them, of course, also. 

"Several people have written in that we should 
work with you, I have replied that we are v/orking to- 
gether, so let's leave it that vmy. The only thing I 
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"didn't like was the name 'Conservative' v;hich I 
explained, and v/hich you explained back to me concern- 
ing the reasons why you use it. So v/e definitely are 
together - rest assured on that." 

On November 10, 1955^ HOOKER indicated to 
the New York Office that WEISS had told him that if 
he tried to expose of the anti-Defamation League ' s 
attempt to get him to "play ball", that the Anti- 
Defamation League would go after him through the 
New York State Attorney General's Office. He 
indicated that on this date, he had been served with 
papers "to cease and desist" selling securities for 
his Film Netv/ork, Incorporated. 

The "New York Daily News" dated November 10, 
1955> carried a story indicating that a temporary 
enjoiner had been issued against V/EST HOOKER to show 
cause why an action enjoining him from selling stock 
should not be continued. This article indicated that 
the New York State Attorney General's Office showed 
that the HOOKER scheme smacked strongly of anti- 
Semitism and alleged that his corporation issued 
false, statements using the names of General DOUGLAS 
MAC ARTHUR and ROBERT E. WOOD, former Chairman of the 
Board at Sears, Roebuck and Company, without their 
permission. 

T-1 advised on December 13 ^ 195^ j that the 
US Nationalist Party was organized in November, 195.4 
in New York City, by WEST HOOKFR, of Larchmont, New 
York, whom this informant describes as a notorious 
anti-Semite, who has been active in many Nationalist 
organizations in Now York City in the past. The 
Informant said HOOKER initially made efforts to control 
the National Renaissance Party, but when this effort 
failed, he decided upon forming a, new organization of 
his own . 
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T-1 further indicated on November 10, 1955, 
that it appears that HOOKER'S efforts to form the 
Nationalist Party in Nev; York City have failed and 
there have been no meetings of this group in many months. 
He further stated that he is unav/are of any direct 
connection between HOOKER and WILLIAM WERNECKE or the 
subject organization. He said, however, that inasmuch as 
HOOKER is devoted to the cause of Nationalism, that he 
probably is interested in WERNECKE 's movement, insofar as 
it might be helpful to his ovm activities in behalf of 
his Nationalist Party, 

T-1 also indicated that EUSTACE MULLINS, a 
former member of the National Renaissance Party allegedly 
had stayed at the home of V7ILLIAM WERNECKE for two weeks 
upon arriving in Chicago, Illinois, in the Fall of 1955. 
He said that MULLINS now has an apartment of his own in 
Chicago and presently is the editor and principal writer 
for a publication entitled, "Women's Voice". He said’ 
that this publication is notoriously anti-Semitic, and 
that IWLLINS remains in close touch with WERNECKE.
